* Ruttan’s System of Ventilation: 


Anew county jail lately erected at 
Oxford, Canada West, is warmed and 
ventilated under Ruttan’s plan, and we 
learn that other institutions of the same 
character in Canada, are likewise to in- 
troduce it. The Oxford Grand Jury were 
so highly satisfied with the operation of 
Mr. Ruttan’s system, that they introduced 
the subject in a stated presentmentas fol- 
lows :— 

“And the jury aforesaid, upon their 
oath, do further present that they have 
had their attention especially directed to 
the system of warming and ventilating 
the cells and rooms of which they are 
informed that Mr. H. Ruttan is the inven- 
tor, and to them it seems that this system 
is so nearly perfect as to meet the entire 
wants of the case, and to leave scarcely 
anything to be desired.” 

We have long regarded it as the only 
truly economical and effective way of 
ventilating city and other buildings with 
which we are acquainted, while for large 
public institutions of every charcter it is 
equally admirable. By its use, the tem- 
perature of apartments, no matter how 
numerous they may he, can be steadily 
kept at any desired point in winter, at the 
same tine that a veutilation impercep- 
tible but most thorough, is in constant 
operation. In the summer the ventilaton 
is equally excellent. We wonder that 
the officers in charge of the erection’ of 
our schoul houses, prisons, churches, hos- 
pitals, &c., have never adopted this, or 
some kindred system. In all private 
dwellngs its introduction effects a saving 
of fifty per cent. or more’in fuel, besides 
heating every part thereof, and securing 
families from that universal destroyer of 
health—impore air.” 

We regret to learn that the large and 
splendid passenger caron the Erte Rail- 
road which was fited up for ventilation 
on Ruttan’s plan, sad which has been 
used with so muck success for several 
months past, was burned in the fire which 
consumed the failroud depot at Jersey 
City, a few days since. We have been 
told by a gentleman who is a frequent 
traveller over the road, that when Rut- 
tan’s car Was in the train it was always 
crowded ; the passengers would leave the 
othercars, where there was plenty of room, 
to onjoy the pure atmosphere, even tem- 
perature, and freedom from dust, which 
this improvement effected. It is said that 
the car was just as warm at the seats 
nearest the door as in the center, and that 
the air on the floor was heuted just as 
much as next the roof, ‘The heating was 
done by one small stove.— Scientific 
American, 


Granv Trunk Rateway.—Herapath's 
Ruilway Journal says: Qhe Grand 
‘Trunk Railway of Canad now very

will ensure the destruction of the outer 
lines of defence, but we may still expect 
to find inner works capable of maintain- 
ing considerable resistance ; and even 
when these are taken, knowing the deter- 
mination of the enemy with whom we 
have to deal, and the spirit of fanatic 
zeal with which the Russian troops are 
animoted, we may calculate that a renew- 
ed struggle will be required before the 
large forts and batteries on the coast from 
Fort Paul are permitted to fall into our 
hands. That although it can hardly 
be doubted that the eventful result of the 
siege against the south side will be one 
of success to the Allies, it is unwise to 

count on 80 speedy achievment of this suc- 
cess as many apparently do.

Our Agriculture and Population. 


From the Prize Essays on Canada, the 
invaluable Statistical Report of Mr, Wil- 
liam Hutton, and the returns of the Emi- 
gration Department, we collect some in- 
teresting facts in reference to agriculture 
and population. ‘I'he population for Uni- 
ted Canada may be taken in 1855 at two 
million three hundred thousand souls; of 
whom in round numbers, 780,000 are of 
French origin or descent, about 750,000 
of English, Irish, Scotch or Welsh origin 
or descent, more than 125,000 were born 
in England and Wales, 125,000 in Scot- 
land, 350,000 in Ireland, 65,000 ia the 
United States, aud the remainder, alfow- 
ing for considerable accessions since the 
above calculations were made, are natives 
of various parts of the world, or were born 
at sea 

In 10 years Upper Canada has doubled 
her population. In 25 years Lower Ca- 
nada has done the same. In 174 years 
United Canada may be expected ww have 
a population of Smillions of souls. At the 
close of 1852 there were 100,000 occupi- 
ers and owners of land from 10 to 500 
acres and upwards in Canada West, and 
the same in Canada East, and the great- 
est jncrease in the population of United 
Canada has been in the agricultural clas- 
ses 

It is interesting to contrast these returns 
with those of the State of New York, also 
just published, which show a great in- 
crease in the city populations, and a pro- 
portionate decrease jn the agricul- 
tural populations.

Another Fire 


On Monday night about "12 o’clock, the in- 
habitants of Belleville were again aroused 
from their slumbers by the alarm of fire. On 
repairing, with others, to the scene ol action, 
we were glad to discover that the fire was not 
50 extensive or disastrous as we at first sup- 
posed. Itis believed that the fire first origi- 
| nated in a wooden shed in rear of the Market 
Tavern; the flames extended themselves to 
the sheds and stables of the adjoining Hotel 
owned by Mrs. Munro, and occupied by Mr. 
Babcock, but by the activity of the parties on 
the ground and owing to the calmness of the 
weather, they were’ suppressed without far- 
ther serious damage in that direction. No. 
2 (brick) Fi ne house caught fire in 
the roof, which with other wood work was 
destroyed, and also the Hook & Ladder Com- 
pany’s house adjoining. The cause of the 
fire has not been ascertained, being wrapped 
in the same mystery that has been connect- 
ed with all the calamitous fires which have 
scourged our devoted town forthe last twelve 
months. It is supposed, however, to be the 
work either of incendiaries, or the result of 
the drunken carélessness of ‘abandoned ya- 
grants, who seek shelter in and prowl around 
the sheds of public houses and tenantless ha- 


bitations. In either case, unless some vig- 
orous action be taken on the part of the Town 
authorities for the detection and punishment 


of such vicious characters, no one is any lo: 
er safe in the precincts of his own dwelling. 
Let us no longer talk of the growth and pro- 
gress Of the “City of the Bay;” at the rate 
that we have been progressing for the iast 
few months, it would take but a short time 
to make the banks of the Moira as destitute 
of house was when the red man thread- 
ed its waters with his bark canoe, inthe wake 
of the otter or beaver. 

At the moment when all these dreadful 
casualties stare usin the face, the Fire Com- 
panies of the Town are disorganised; those 
which had an organization disbanded them- 
selves after the burning of the Dafoe House, 
in consequence of not having been furnished 
with the necessary appliances to render their 
services eflective {V e also understand that 
steps have been taken towards forming a yo- 
lanteer company, on condition that the Town 
Council would accede to certain reasonable 
demands, but which it is said have not been 
granted. 

We approve highly of the manner in which 
all Fire Brigades are organized in lish 
cities and towns, where destructive confla~ 
ions are seldom witnessed. These are 
got up and kept in existence, supplied and 
remunerated by the difiérent Insurance Of- 
fices, who shave found that in the course of 
the year by these means they have made a 
great saving, Whydo not the Insurance 
Companies in this County act on the same 
wise policy? The £2000 paid on the policy 
of Mr. Dafoe alone would organize, equips 
and remunerute for some time one of the most 
effective Fire Brigades in the Province,—to 
say nothing of the many'other heavy losses 
they have experienced for the want of such 
organization.

Solomon Rothschild, one of the heads 
of the great banking house, and fourth son 
of its founder, died recently in Paris, and 
was buried with great pomp, ‘There are 
but two left ofthe original family.

Baron Lionel on 'change 
spent a whole hour to induce a Trieste 
corn exporter to consign to them a cargo 
of grain. ‘The commission would be per- 
haps $400, the shaving and pilfering

commission which fascinates them as the 
litle mysterious advantages resulting from 
concocting exchanges and manipulating 
rentage. Old Baron Anselm, of Frankfort 
who, like many other wealthy Jews, was 
in the habit of eating on Friday evening 
some highly seasoned fish, generally a 
brown carp sweetened with sugar, and 
voluptuously swimming ina luscious sauce, 
opening in consequence the Sabbath with 
an indigestion which was concluded with 
compunction, used often to complain on 
‘change that he had not made money e- 
nough to pay forhis fish. ‘The meanness 
of the Rothschilds to those whom they 
employ, leads us to think that though there 
may have been at the funeral of Baron 
Solomon much sable pomp and melan- 
choly splendor, there will be left few to 
strew flowers upon his grave.” 


Destruction or aN Evernant.—Tho 
large elephant, 120 yenrs of ago, late the 
property of Mr. Wombwell, being incapa- 
ble of locomotion from=diseased feet, the 
present proprietor gavo directions for its 
destruction in the easiest manner possi- 
ble. Accordingly Mr, E. Price, yeterin- 
ary surgeon, and Mr. Flowitt, chemist, of 
Birmingham, last weok proceeded to car- 
ry his wishes into offect. In ten minutes 
from the application of chloroform the ani- 
mal became totally insensible; prussic 
acid was then administered without effect, 
and two large doses of strychnine, with- 
out producing any perceptible feeling of 


pain. Not succeeding in these endeavors 
© continuous application of chloroform was 
made, in the hope that the animal might 
sink under it, but, after three hours’ per- 
severance in this course, no difference of 
respiration being observed, the administra- 
tion was stopped, and in ono hour and a 
half all effects of ithad passed away. ‘The 
only known means of destruction loft were 
the knife and bullet. Tho lattor was first 
tried (the animal again being chloroform- 
ed), and a branch of the carotid artery 
wounded from which blood flowed in a tol- 
erably sized jet. The opening was then 
enlarged oy a knife, and tho artery fully 
divided. In a few minutes the huge ani- 
mal ceased to live, having died without a 
struggle, or evidencing the slightest feel- 
ing of pain. 


The Boston Times has an account ofa 
“remarkable man,” “ There isa gentle- 
man residing in this city who came here 
twenty three years ago from England, and 
brought with him some three hundred 
guineas of his own hard earnings, with 
which he commenced business as a gro- 
ceronasmallscale. Little by little he 
increased his trade, and at the present 
time he is probably worth more than any 
other man in Massachusetts in the same 
line of business. During the period of 
twenty-three years he never gave a note 
of hand, or took one ; he never sued a man 
and was never sued himself, or ever cal- 
led on to the witness stand in any court 
in the whole period. He was never na- 
turalized, and of course never voted, al- 
though he has paid thousands of dollars 
for State and county taxes. He has been 
known to buy a cargo of Wast India goods 
amounting to $90,000, for which he paid 
cash on delivery. He never deals in or 
drinks intoxicating liquors; never gives 
a dollar for a charitable purpose where he 
thinks his name will appear in the news- 
papers, although he has distributed thou- 
sands to tho distresses of his fellow men.”

Land Statistics of Canada. | 
Canada oxtends in length, from tho! 
coast of Labrador to the river Kaminis-| 
tiqui, at the end of Lake Superior, about 
1,600 miles, with an average breadth of 
230 miles, being nearly three times as 
large as Great Britain and Ireland. It 
contains an area of about 350,000 square 
miles, or 224,000,000 acren ; and of these 
there were in 1851, as shown by the cen- 
sus, 17,939,323 held by residents, and 
7,307,950 under cultivation, leaving about 
206,000,000 acres unoccupied. 

Lower Canada is comprised within the 
parallels of 46° and 50° north latitude 
and the meridians of 57°50 and 80° 
06 west of Greenwich, and embraces, 
according to the best estimates, an area of | 
about 205,863 square miles. ‘This es- 
timate, however, is exclusive of the sur- 
face occupied by the River St. Lawrence, | 
and part of the Gulf, which cover 52,000 
square miles, making in the whole about 
4 quarter of a million square miles, or 
160,000,000 acres. Of this extent the 
number of acres of Crown land surveyed 
is 8,126,056 acres, of which 4,334,209, 
have been granted and 3,791,847 are un- 
granted. ‘Those lands hitherto held under 
the Seignorial ‘Tenure, are 9,027,800, 
and the Indian Reserves 230,000 acres. 

Upper Canada is comprised within the 
parallels of 41° and 49° north latitude 
and the meridians of 74° and 117° west 
longitude of Greenwich, and embraces an 
area of about 100,000 square miles, or 
64,000,000 acres. Of these there were 
up to the 31st December, 1853, 21,049,- 
164 acres surveyed, consisting of 357,175 
mining tracts on the shores of Lake Huron 
and Superior, 453,548 acres of Indian 
Reserves, in the same loceality, and 20,- 
243,441 acres laid out in park and town 
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From the evidence of his medical nt« 
tendant, Dr. Chamberlain, it appears that 
he manifested a considerable degree of 
mental agitation for a short period before 
his death.

Enicration To Canapa INcrrasine, 
wae To rae Unirep States rr 18 De- 
creasinc.—The annual returns of the im- 
migration into Canada during the past year 
have just been published, and show a 
large increase, the total from the United 
Kingdom and the continent of Europe 
having been 53,183 against 36,699 in 1853. 
‘The average length of the passage from 
the United Kingdom was forty-seven days, 
and from continental ports fifty-eight days, 
By the steamers from Liverpool it was 
sixteen days. Since 1851, the emigra- 


.| tion from Ireland to Canada has shown a 


great excess of females over males, the 
result, probably, of men who have suc- 
ceeded well in the colony having sent re- 
mittances for their female relatives to join 
them. Last year the excess was 2,209 
women, being double that of the previous 
year. ‘Three vessels were lost during the 
season, but without any sacrifice of life.

THE COUNTY ROADS. | 


We intended to have aliuded to this sub-} 
Ject last week, but were preyented by the 
press of other matter. We should, even 
at the present time, have passed over this 
topic in silence rather than say anything 
which may be construed into opposition 
to the improvements of our County; but 
we thik the approval by the people of| 
the By-Law authorising a new Loan of 
£10,000, to be a matter of so much impor- 
tance as to demand a candid expression 
of opinion from us as well as our cotem- 
porary, before the yote is taken, 

Good roads are among the most impor- 
tant desiderata that a County can ask for 
or possess, and generally speaking when 
they are possessed, 1t is a manifest proof 
of the prosperity and enterprise of the peo- 
ple possessing them. No one can oppose 
the construction of good and permanent 
Roads without opposing the progress and 
proper development of the resources of his 
own locality, We believe our County re- 
quired such roads, and we believe also that 
no reasonable person would object to pay 
any fair increase of taxes which their con- 
struction would entail, But we also be- 
lieve that every tax-payer has the right to 
expect and demand from the Councillors 
the most rigid economy in the expenditure 
and application of the money raised for 
these purposes. [Have our Council exer- 
cised this economy? Have they in all 
their contracts, their votes, and their ne- 
gotiations, been actuated only by the de- 
sire Lo promote the interests of the County? 
These questions we do not feel competent 
fully to answer, inasmuch as we are not 
in possession of all the facts necessary to 
their proper elucidation. However, with 
our present information we should rather 
be inclined to conclude that the idea of 
economy had not entered into their caleu- 
lations. ‘There are now under contract 
for which the original loan of £29.400 
was raised, about 85 miles of road; much 
of this was let out by sub-contract at 17s. 
6d. per rod, some at 18s. 9d., and portions 
perhaps a trifle over this. Now there are 
27,200 rods in 85 miles, and we do not 
think 20g per rod would be too low for the 
ayerage price, engineering and overseeing 
expenses included. ‘This of course would 
amount to £27,200, leaving a balance of 

2,200. Besides this, we are credibly 
informed that the roads are sume eight or 
ten miles longer than necessary, and that 
very little pains have been taken to avoid 
hills, or to choose the best localities. If 
this be true, then besides having the roads 
better and shorter, the Council might have 
effected a saving of some three or four 
thousand pounds more. Now, instead of 
having a balance of some £5000 on hand 
over and above all expenses, there is the 
startling deficitof £10,000. How is this? 
we hope that there can be a proper expla- 
nation given. Indeed the people cannot 
be expected to give a favorable vote on the 
By-Law without having had a satisfactory 
statement of the expenditure of the Loan 
already raised. We think they are justly 
entitled io such information, and we also 
presume the Council are prepared to fur- 
nish it. If the Municipalities do see fit 
to give a favorable vote on the present By- 
Law, they have no guarantee that, after 
the amount therein stated has been ex- 
pended, another sum of a similar charac- 
ter will not be demanded, and on grounds 
no less plausible. 

There is another feature in this conn: 
ion which we consider highly impol 
and objectionable, that is, the establish- 
ment of ‘Toll-gates, It seems unjust and 
inequitable that the parties who build the 
roads by direct taxation should also be 
charged toll for travelling on them. It is

It will, however, bo more interesting to 
many of our readers to speak more partic- 
ularly of tho works in our own vicinity 
| These works, ut-the several stations of 
Belleville, Trenton, and Shannonville, em- 
ploy constantly about.onp thousand men 
OF these, between four and five hundred 
aro at’ Belleville, between two and three 
hundred at ‘Trenton, and a Humber nearly 
equal to that of the latter place at Shan- 
nonville. ‘I'he amount of money expend: 
ed monthly for wages at those three sta- 
tions is somewhere about £25,000, which 
if equally divided would give to each op- 
erator under employ about $25 per month, 
or £75 per annum,—a yery respectable 
salary. Of course thisis rather above 
what the lowest workmen receive; but 
then the lowest rate of wages which the 
Company offer is incomparably better than 
what most of them recejved in their native 
country. ‘This of itself is not only bene- 
ficial to the poorer classes of the uld coun- 
try’s redundant population, but the expen- 
ditore of so mucli money in one locality 
will moke itself felt by all classe:

Terrific. Explosion---The Genesee Powder 
Mills Blown up. 


From the Rochester Union, Sept. 13, 

Tho Genesee powder mills, situated in 
Brighton, five miles East of the city, blew 
up between six and seven o'clock last 
evening, with a terrific explosion, shaking 
the earth for miles around. We are hap- 
py to state that no lives were lost. 

Tho buildings destroyed were four in 
number, viz: two cylinder mills, corning 
house and press. ‘They were situated a 
few rods apart,and heavy embankments 
of earth raised between them. There were 
probably four or fivo hundred kegs of pow- 
der in the buildings at the time of the ex- 
plosion. As the custom has been? the 
saltpetre was put into the cylinders with 
the Charcoal and brimstone at five o'clock, 
when the workmen withdrew, leaving the 
mills to operate withoufattendance during 
the night. About an hour after leaving 
the mills, they blew up, making four dis- 
tinct explosions in quick succession. ‘The 
shock was tremendous—sufliciently great 
to break glasses in houses several miles 
distant. ‘The sensation was not so dis- 
tinctly felt in the city as on the occasion 
of former explosions, owing doubtless to 
the direction of the wind, but to the east- 
ward of the mills it was far greater.. 

The Genesee Mills were owned by A. 
J. Harlow & Co., the firm consisting of 
Messrs. Harlow, Crombie & Farnham, 
These mills have exploded four times in 
the last eighteen months, and the new 
mills had only been in operation six weeks. 
The proprietors had secured the most ap- 
proved machinery for safety, and employ- 
ed none but the mosf experienced mert. 
having hired some at the East, who had 
worked at powder making for thirty years. 
Yet with all these precautions, their pro- 
perty has been swept away as by a single 
breath. 

We have not heard an estimate of the 
loss sustained, butit must be considerable. 
Powder had largely advanced recently, 
and was still rising. There may have 
been $1,500 worth of powder destroyed, 
to say nothing of stock and machinery. 
We understand that the proprietors ex- 
pected to close their mills in a few days, 
they being unable to procure saltpetre, not 
a sack of which article can-be procured in 
the Eastern cities. ! ‘The demand for Rus- 
sia has caused it to advance in prices, 
one hundred and fifty per cent. in the last 
sixty days, and Russian agents in Now 
York and B#ston bought by samplo all 
that will arrive thie year from Calcutta, 

It is said that thore is but one powder 
making firm in the United States that has 
stock to run more than sixty days longer. 
They must close then or sooner, and await 
the result of the Eastern war or bid against 
the Czar of all the Russias for that ae.

Recent tostimonials atd&ome and abroad 
|u$ to the beneficial operation of the reci- 
|procity treaty afford every reason to be- 
|lieve that the objects which our govern- 
|ment sought to offect in its provisions are 
being crowned with entire success. Itis 
gratifying to notice the c@mplimentary 
manner in which the colonial newspapers 
|acknowledged the promptness of the offi- 
cers of the Treasury Department in facil- 
itating tho execution of the treaty stipula- 
Such commendations are well de- 
sorved, and cannot fail to be shared in by 
overy unbiassed individual. 

Since the treaty went into effect, our 
jtrade with Canada and tho other British 
| Colonies has been conducted with much 
loss restraint. Those grtificial lines ucross 
our northorn frontier of the lakes and riv- 
ors have at one blow been cut asunder, 
and intercourse has assumed a natural 
character. Aside, however, from the vi- 
for, that will be hereby imparted to trade, 
there are considerations of peculiar weight 
which will occur to the reflecting mind. 
No doubt a more liberal interchange of 
friondly sentiment with our colonial neigh- 
bors will ensue. It has always been the 
case that international civilities follow in 

ath of commerce. . The interests 

ch bind the people of one country to- 

gether in concord are thus blended with 
the interests of surrounding States. 

The prosperity or adversity of one is 
felt by the other. With Canada we have 
long been on terms of friendly intercourse. 
Our railroads stretch over her territory, 
our vessels fill her harbors, An ingpr- 
change of thought and habits, and similar- 
itly of education, customs, and language 
have long prevailed. ‘The physical re- 
sources of both countries do not differ 
more. A genial climate, a luxuriant soil, 
noble rivers and lakes are commorf to the 
whole North dperican continent, and con- 
stitute a natural groundwork of fraternal 
feeling. It is fortunate, then, that greater 
latitude has been given to our reciprocal 
relations, and that means have been af- 
forded for permanent & closer friendship 

One of the characteristics of ancient 
and unenlightened nations Was to obstruct 
foreign intercourse, and preserve a selfish 
exclusiveness, ‘To this end high walls 
were often erected arould their dominions, 
and surmounted by an armed watch,— 
The citizens within were not free to de- 
part—the stranger without could not freely 
enter. It will be the just praise of this 
government that it has discountenanced 
every relic of so fatal a policy. In hap- 
py contrast therewith, by expanding com- 
merce and preserving the hospitality of 
our shores, it has advanced the knowledgo 
of our free institutions and the spread of 
our peaceful arts.— Washington Union.
